have an unobstructed width of not les-i than 
three hundred feet between the piers next to 
said channel or water-way ; and one of the 
spans next adjoining thereto shall not be less 
than two hundred ar.d twenty-five feet in 
length ; or said bridge, if constructed with 
a draw, the same to be constructed under 
the limitations and conditions provided in 
the fourth section of this act. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the 
said bridge and Doiliday’s Cove railroad are 
hereby declared a public highway, and 0 o-| 
tablished n post road for the purpose of 
transmission of mails of the United States, 
and that the St[e]ubenville and Indiana 
Railroad Company, chartered by the legis- 
lature of the State of Ohio, and the Holli- 
day a Cove Railroad Company, chartered by 
the Stateof Virginia, or either of them, are 
authorized to complete, maintain, and oper- 
ate said road and bridge when completed, as 
set forth in the preceijing section, ariv thing 
in any law or laws of the above-named State 
to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sec 3. And be it further enacted, That it. 
shall he lawful for any other railroad com- 
pany or companies, whose line or lines of 
road may now or shall hereafter be built to 
the Ohio river, above the mouth of the Big 
Sandy river, iu accordance with the terms o*' 
the charter or charters of said oompany or 
companies, to build a bridge across said riv 
er for the more perfect connexion of any 
such roads, and for the passage of"trains 
thereof, under the liuiitalionsand conditions 
hereafter provided. 

Sec. 4. And be it farther enacted. That any 
bridge erected under the privileges of this act 
may, at the option of tbe company or com- 
panies building the same, be built either as 
a drawbridge, with & pivot or other form of 
draw, or with unbroken and continuous 
spans: Provided, That if the said bridgeehall 
he made with unbroken and continuous 
spans it shall not be of less elevation than 
ninety feet above low-water mark over the 
channel of the said river ; nor in any case 
lead than forty feet above extreme high’ water, 
as understood at the point of location, oieas 
uring for such elevation to the bottom 
chord of the bridge; norehall the span of 
such bridge, covering the main channel of 
the river, be less than three hundred feet in 
length, with also one of the Dext adjoining 
spans of not leas than two hundred and 
twenty feet in length, and the piers of eaid 
bridge shall be parallel with tbe current of 
the river ae near as practicably: And pro- 
vided also, That it any Bridge built under 
this act shall be constructed as a drawbridge 
the same shall be constructed with a span 
over the main channel of the river as un- 
derstood at the time of the erection of the 
bridge of not less than three hundred feet in 
length, aud said span shall not be lees than 
seventy feet above low-water mark, measur- 
ing to the bottom chord of the bridge, and

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whkrkas, the following Act, to-wit; 

AN ACT to raise Volunteer Forces, to repel the 

invnsion of the State and for other purposes. 

$ 1. Be it enactetl by tho General Aeeembly of the 
Commomoealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by armed 
forces, acting under the authority of theso-cailea 
Confederate States, therefore, for the purpose ef re 
pelling said invasion the Governor ef the State oi 
Kentucky is hereby directed to issue his proclame 
tion forthwith, calling oat not less than forty thous- 
and soldiers, residents and citizens of Kentuck) . 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five year?, 
to be mustered into the service of this Common 
wealth for any term of service not less than twelve 
months nor more than three years, from the time 
they were mustered into service, unless sooner 
discharged. 

\ 2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
authorized, in order to raise said force, to accept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall, within three months from the date of hi* 
proclamation, tender their services; and he shall 
commission for that purpose nil officers duly elect- 1 
ed by the companies aforesaid, necessary and pro- 
per for the command of such volunteers. 

\ 3. That ell volunteer officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose ser- 
vice may be tendered and accepted under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be mastered into service, 
at such places of rendezvous in the Congressional 
District in which they volunteer, as the General ia 
the field shall appoint by his orders, and when So 
mustered into service shall be then and there 
entitled to receive in advance one menth’s 
pay, to be taken and considered as part of their

$ 5. That the Governor be also authorized to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this net, one thousand to bo used as sharp shoot- 
ers aud scouts, and five hundred to be used ns 
horsemen and scouts, they furnishing their own 
horses : Provided, That no person shall be accept- 
ed in this arm of the servioe unless his skilll and 
oapacity have been tested by the General in com- 
mand, or such officer as he may detail for that 
purpose: And provided al»o. That such persons 
nail receive five dollars per month of extra pay. 

£ 6. That each horseman for the servioe of his 
horse shall receive five dollars per month; and ia 
case his horse is killed by the enemy, be shall be 
paid the value of the horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

i 7. That the commander in the field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender themselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit them to elect their officers, who 
shall, when so elected, be commissioned by the 
Governor on the certificate of the General com- 
manding. 

i 8. That the Governor is authorized to accept 
the services of squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, when tendered as such, and commission 
tbe officers elected by tbe squadrons, battalions, 
and regiments so organized. The election of offi - 
cers by any company, battalion, squadron or reg- 
iment, shall be superintended anl conducted by 
any justicl of the peace or judge of the county 
court who may be called on for that purpose, and 
suoh justice or judge shall certify to the military 
board the names of the officers elected, and for 
what office each Is elected and thereupon said 
board, if they approve the proceedings, shall cer- 
tify to the Governor the names of the officers 
elected, and what office they have been respective- 
ly elected to fill, who shall issue commissions 4B 
conformity to such certificate. 

j? 9. That the commanding General shall be en- 
titled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with suon rank, as the Inspector General ie 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section ef the 
3d article of the act, entitled “an act for the bet- 
ter organization of the Kentuckv militia,'* ap 
proved March 5, 1860; and he shall have the an 
thority oonferred on said Inspector General by 
the luth, 11th, and 12th sections of said article uf 
said act. 

$ 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organised into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades and divisions, and have the same num- 
ber of officers for each sqnadroo, battalion, regi- 
ment, brigade and division, as are allowed in the 
army of the United States, and shall receive the 
same pay and rations as are allowed tbe troops oi 
the baited State* of the .*auie rank and grade. 
When brigades and division* are formed, out of 
the troops so raised, they -hall be officered accord 
iug to existing laws. 

i 11. This act to be of force fr»m its passage. 

Has this day been passed by both houses of the 
General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken 
tucky, the Governor’s objections thereto te the 
centrary notwithstanding, and is therefore the law 
of tbe land. Now, therefore, I, do hereby issue 
this, my proclamation, commanding nil officers 
and citizens of this State to render obedience to 
all the requirements of said above recited act.
